Pure Soap. 

A good tonic for the hair is com- 
Posed of tincture of nuz vomica, one 
ounce; spirits of rosemary, two ounces; 
alcohol, two ounces. 

This should be applied dally and aft- 
er applying gently massage the scalp 
with the tips of the fingers. Singeing 
{is the best plan by which you can have 
eplit ends of your beir remedied. Clip- 
ping ts liable to skip uver many of the 
ends. 

Another good hair tonic is: Eau de 
cologne, eight ounces; tincture of can- 
tharides, three-quarters ounce; oil of 
lavender, one-half dram; oll of rose- 
mary, one-half dram, 

Apply as above, 

In washing the hair first be careful 
to select pure sonp that contains no 
free alkali. Then make a heavy suds 
or lather by rubbing the soap with a 
brush or the hands in a half bow! of 
warm water. Hold the head over the 
bowl and pour the suds on it with a 
cup, rubbing lightly, but thoroughly. 
After the hair and scalp are cleansed 
rinse well with two or three changes 
of warm water and dry in the usual 
manner. Once in every two weeks is 
often enough to wash the hair. 

Never use a metallic brush. Instead 
use a coarse comb and always comb 
the halr the way it Iles. In other 
words, do not comb it against the 
grain. If the hair tangles commence 
combing at the ends and comb out 
gtadually. To commence combing at 
the head would tangle it worse, and 
the pulling tends to rupture the hair 
follicles and break the hair. Do not 
comb or brush the hair any more than 
fs absolutely necessary. If you use 
@ tonic on your hair it is well to apply 
{t immediately after washing, as tha 
scalp will take the tonic more readily 
then than at any other time. 


CATTLE SHIPPING. 

Hew Animals Are Loaded on Board 
Vessels In Hawaii. 
Afterward I was taken to Kawathae, 
where | saw cattle loaded in a most 
cruel manner. It was a little after 6 
o'clock when I landed on the beach 
among a lot of cowboys and balf na- 
ked natives. The cattle were corralied 
under the trees, and wheu one was 
teady to be taken aboard a rope was 
tied about its horns. A cowboy oa 
horseback then rode into the surf, 
dragging the frightened steer into the 


ewe tow “wee tenet 62 mw wnt 
naked native who was swimming. and 
be in turn carried it to the men wait- 
Ing in a small boat. These men pulled 
the animal, which wust now swim of 
drown, tu the boat and tied bim by 
the horns to its side. After eight steers 
had been tied up in this manner the 
engine on the steamer was set to work 
and the boat pulled alongside by means 
of a rope. The cattle were then holst- 
ed on board by the ase of a bellyband. 
The method of handling these dumb 
animals is brutal, and, while the meu 
seem to use as wuch care as possible 
in moving them about, their piteous 
bellowing caused by feur made as pa- 
thetic a scene as I have ever witness 
ed. Thousands are shipped every year, 
ond it seems that some more humane 
method of putting them: aboard might 
be adopted. 

The Japanese sailor on these ships ts 
said to be the best for keeping the ship 
clean, while the native excels in han- 
dling the bonts, especially in rough 
water, The Hawaiian is a born swim- 
mer, and native boys will follow these 
vessels for several hundred yards as 
they are leaving Honolulu, swimming 
alongside and diving for coins thrown 
overbourd by the travelers. The pas- 
Gage on these boats is alwaya rough, 
and on the Ewalanl, as the ship lay at 
anchor out in the channel, the nights 
were intensely warm. Freighting in 
this way is necessarily expensive, but 
those in authority say that it is the 
only way practical, as no wharf couid 
withstand the Inehing of the waves 
caused by the mad fury of the winds 
during the winter. At that season it ts 
often impossible to make landings 
along the rocky coast of Molokal - 
Lesile’s Weekly.

The 
lighting of a burner ts very simple if 
anderstood. Turn on the gas for ats 
seconds before applying the match 
This permits the air to escape from the 
pipe and makes the burner show 6 
clear blue flame from the first. 

If a white flame appenrs on the first 
lighting, turn off the gns immediately 
and try again.

inside the supply pipe. When having

EYESTONES. 


Most Genuine Specimens Found In the 
Province of Astrakhan. 

The collection of eyestones is a 
dying Industry. In New York the prin- 
cipal sources of supply are sailors who 
touch the Baltic sea, and, as might be 
imagined, the supply is precarious.’ 

Eyestones are analogous in some re- 
Spects to bezonrs, as they are a con- 
cretion found in the stomach of the 
European crawfish. Most of the genu- 
{ue eyestones, crabs’ eyes, crabstones 
or Lapilll cancrorum, are procured in 
the province of Astrakban, in Euro- 
pean Russia, 

There appears to be some confusion 
vegarding the nature of the eyestone, 
for some vuthorities speak of it as a 
concretion in the stomach of a certain 
crab and others as of a pecullar sheil 
formation which is separated from the 
crab at the time it sheds its shell, 

The so called crab's eyes are found 
fully developed at the end of summer, 
as the crabs begin to shed their shells, 
It is noted that these concretions are 
absorbed Into the stomach of the crab 
during the shedding season and there 
pulverized and absorbed, the dissolved 
calcareous substance being used, ft 1s 
supposed, for the formation of » aew 
shell, When these calcareous shelis 
are not normally developed and ab- 
sorbed it is observed that the shedding 
Process is Interrupted, and the crab 
dies an early death,

CANADA TO SUPPLY TIMBER TO 
THE WORLD 


The general increase in the price of 
wood for the past few years has had| 
the effect of turning public attention | 
to the timber supply in general. To 
many, the increase in prices is suffi-: 


ciently explained by ear that! 
there is a combine among lumber 
producers and manufacturers. But, 


independent of the possible existence 
of any combine, a deeper cause under- 
lies the increase in prices, and the! 
cnuse is this, that timber is Becoming | 
harder and harder for the manufac- 
turer to get. Greater and greater 
economy and use of materials former- 
ly considered as waste is being intro- 
duced into the manufacture of wood, 
but in spite of it all the price of logs 
is going up, owing to higher wages 
that have to be paid, grenter distances 
the logs have to be brought and many 
other reasons. 

Not in America alone is the scar- 
city of timber being felt; it has_be- 
come a world-wide question. Only 
seven countries in the world are now 
in a position to export timber. In 
Europe there are five, natnely: Austro- 
Hungary, Norway, Sweden, Finland 
and Russia; in America there are two. 
namely: Canada and the United 
States. Rut Ruasin, Austro-Hungary 
and the United States are increasing 
their population and developing their 
industries so fast that they cannot 
long continue to be exporting coun- 
tries, The timber of Norway is threat- 
ened with excessive cutting. Germany, 
where the practice of forestry has 
been brought to the greatest perfec. 
tion, has never been able to supply 
home demands, and is a heavy impor- 
ter. 

Canada. Sweden and Finland are 
left. and their supply is honelessly de- 
ficient for the world. If Canada were 
to attemnt to supply the United States 
alone, its entire timber area would 
be cut off and denuded in the course 


of a verv few years—probably less 
then a decade. : 
Varions estimates of Cannda’s for- 


eat land have been given. Fight hun- 
dred million acres was a few venra 
ago accented as pretty near the truth; 
but considerng the damage caused by 
fire and other destructive agencies, 
it is doubtful if the existing forests 
cover half that area. To keep this 
area in its most productive state, thus 
enabling it to meet the demand as 
far as possible and to produce the 
largest revenue, in the problem set 
those in control of these areas, and 
the protection of the forests against 
sfire and other dangers and their pro- 
per management under forestry me- 
thodsa is the enly way in which this 
can be effected.
